The White House was advised of the migration of communists 
from New England into the textile industries^ in the South in our 
semiannual summary of Communist Party activities (7/1/55 " 12/31/55: 
page id)* It was also mentioned in connection with the Director *s 
briefing of the Cabinet 3/9/58 on racial tensions and civil rights 
(62-‘102a73-59t pages 12 and 13) • Both of these also contained a 
reference to the fact that Party tactics hoMe long espoused use

attempted to infiltrate the NAACP* Neither of these documents,
